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Relay for Life is 
June 6 in Fulton 


On Friday, June 6, hundreds of resi¬ 
dents from Fulton County and South 
Fulton are expected to join together at 
the American Cancer Society (ACS) 
Relay For Life to help support cancer 
research and raise awareness to fin¬ 
ish the fight against a disease that will 
claim an estimated 10,000 Kentuckians 
and 14,000 Tennesseans this year. 

The annual fundraising event for 
the American Cancer Society will take 
place at 6 p.m. at Pontotoc Park in Ful¬ 
ton and go until midnight. The theme of 
the 2014 Relay For Life is “On Track 
For A Cure.” 

“Our volunteers thought that with 
the obvious connection with Fulton, 
South Fulton, Cayce and the area and 
railroads, that being ‘On Track For A 
Cure’ would be a unique tie-in with the 
history and tradition and effort to one 


day find a cure for cancer,” said Eric 
Walker, Relay For Life specialist with 
ACS. 

The evening will begin with a sur¬ 
vivors dinner at 5 p.m. at the Pontotoc 
community building, followed at 6 p.m. 
with the opening ceremony and recog¬ 
nition of cancer survivors, along with 
laps by survivors and caregivers. 

The luminaria ceremony will take 
place at 9 p.m. with lit luminary bags 
encompassing the park area to repre¬ 
sent survivors, caregivers and those 
who have passed away from cancer. 
Luminaria Chair Russ Morrison has 
planned a special ceremony to remem¬ 
ber those who have died with a month- 
by-month tribute. 

A “fight back” lap at midnight will

Late student Bumpous’ 
scholarship in jeopardy

The night of February 18th of 1993, 
was a night that stunned the staff and 
students of the Fulton County School 
System, along with the entire commu¬ 
nity of Hickman. 

Police and emergency personnel 
were called to Holly Street, where 
Junior student and Pilot athlete Joey 
Bumpous was discovered collapsed in 
the living room of his home. 

After transfering to Parkway Re¬ 
gional Hospital in Fulton, the 16 year 
old Bumpous was pronounced dead, 
from what would later be determined 
as an underlying heart condition.

With over thirty years to reflect on, Carol Coulson has 
many fond memories to choose from when looking back. 
Some of her most memorable moments include teaching 
with her daughter, Ashley; teaching on the same campus 
with her husband, Steve; and having her grandchildren as 
students. “I also loved having a castle in my classroom,” 
she said. “I was also fortunate to have hatched butterflies 
and I enjoyed building gingerbread houses with my stu¬ 
dents and their parents.” She has also enjoyed teaching the 
children of some of her former students. 

Friday, May 23, was Coulson’s last day after 27 years 
at Fulton County Elementary/Middle School where she 
taught kindergarten, first grade, second grade, fourth grade 
and remedial reading. Before coming to Fulton County 
she also spent time molding children’s lives in Missouri, 
Lake County, Tenn., and at a private Nursery School called 
Bear Hug. 

Coulson’s decision to become a teacher was a path that 
seemed almost chosen for her. Nothing else really ever en¬ 
tered her mind. “I always wanted to teach. I love children,” 
she said. “My parents were educators. Daddy taught Engi¬ 
neering at UT Martin and mother taught Science.” 

Another favorite of Coulson’s was her annual ‘Hick¬ 
man Field Trip.’ “We would visit the Carnegie Museum, 
the Bluff, Mark Twain, the Seawall, LaClede Hotel, the 
old jail, Fulton County courthouse, walk the steps, and 
churches,” she explained. “This year for an added treat 
we ate at a Hickman restaurant.” Bart and Jennifer White 
opened their restaurant and fed 70 kindergarten, first and 
second graders. 

“My daddy was so proud of Hickman,” she said. “I 
wanted to instill that in my students.” 

Coulson was also proud of her daddy and her students 
on a particular occasion when Larry Cardwell was asked to 
speak to the high school on Veteran’s Day. “He was asked

Tentative school 
budget receives 
approval

“When you break it all down 28% of 
our funding comes from local dollars, 
47% state, .3% from federal, and our 
beginning balance is about 25%,” 
stated Fulton County Superintendent 
Aaron Collins. Collins discussed the 
tentative budget with the four current 
members of the school board, Rob 
Garrigan, Dale Vowell, Barry Patrick, 
and Perry Turner on Thursday morning, 
May 29 adding that the district is on 
a good solid footing in terms of next 
years budget. 

Increasing salaries through a 1% 
classified raise increase and a 3% 
certified raise increase places a burden 
on a small district to remain solvent 
while also trying to update facilities 
for the students and staff. Overall the 
district will have three fewer faculty 
members in 2014-2015, while absorbing 
the loss of approximately $2 million in 
grant dollars over the last two years.

Riverport industry tends 
to be up and down

In the last three years one thing that Hickman-Fulton Riverport 
Authority Director Greg Curlin has learned is that many things 
connected to the Port’s business have the tendency to go up and 
down. Things like the river’s water level and yearly crop yields 
are just two of those factors that tend to move up and down. 

On Tuesday, May 27 as Curlin and Keleia McCloud reviewed 
the April operating report with the board, that was clearly 
evident. “April wasn’t as good as March,” noted Port Board 
Chairman Lynn Major. 

“The barge report does show us down a little bit in the month 
of April,” agreed Curlin. Some of that decline Curlin attributed 
to the crane issue they experienced and the fact that fertilizer is 
down this year. 

“We have had a little difficulty with the crane,” added Curlin. 
“It was an exceptional year last year for fertilizer and this year 
it is down.” 

Curlin was optimistic that other commodities were increasing 
and that would provide a positive impact for the coming 
months. 

Another added benefit for the Port, long term, will be the 
opening of the Panama Canal. “We know the container industry 
will start growing once they open up the Panama Canal,” 
stated Curlin. “We just don’t know which waterways they will 
utilize.” 

Curlin continues to attend meetings such as the Kentucky

Dear Heather, 

For years I told people never 
to do prenuptial agreements.

However, I’ve changed my tune 
on this subject a little bit recently.

Safe Medication Management 
for senior citizens 

An issue that seniors and 
their families face is medica¬ 
tion management. Most seniors 
take many medications during 
the day, some are prescribed and 
some are over-the-counter. 

Seniors can often take more 
than the prescribed amount of 
their medication unknowingly. 
This can cause side effects such 
as feeling tired, groggy or nau¬ 
seous. It may result in a trip to 
the emergency room. 

Also, mixing up medicines 
can result in serious complica¬ 
tions or consequences that can 
even be fatal. Family members 
can look for ways to help their 
loved ones such as using an 
automated medicine dispenser, 
which will allow the medicine 
to dispense at the right time. 

A medicine planner is a box 
that can be used to plan an entire 
week’s worth of medicine. This 
will allow the senior to have the 
medicine ready for them to take 
at the right time such as morn¬ 
ing, noon, and night. 

Reducing medication mix-ups 

• Always keep a list of every 
medicine that the senior takes, 
including dosage and frequency. 
Include over-the-counter medi¬ 
cations, vitamins, and herbal 
supplements along with pre¬ 
scribed medicine when compil¬ 
ing the list. Keep the medicine 
list updated regularly, carrying 
the list of medications with them 
on a regular basis. 

• Store the medicines properly 
and throw away any expired or 
unused medicine. 

• Find out from the doctor or 
pharmacist what to do if a dose 
is missed. 

• Fill all of the prescriptions, 
using only one pharmacy. 

• Always read the patient in¬ 
formation that comes with the 
medicine. 

• When being given a newly 
prescribed medication, stay with 
your family member if possible 
to see how they will react to it. 
Make sure there is no allergic 
reaction or side effects; also no¬ 
tice if it makes them sleepy or 


agitated.

CHANGLESS. I am an old 
man.

We played marbles, pitched 
washers and horse shoes, swam 
in the creek, hunted frogs and 
birds with a sling shot, swung 
on grapevines, rode horseback 
and went barefoot in the summer 
for recreation. And, had a good 
time. 

There were social and personal 
morals in those days, generally

nation. They are mostly gone 
now-more change.

Thebudgetisbasedonreceiving 
$3,911 in ADA (Average 
Daily Attendance) money per 
student. Conservatively they 
have budgeted for 479 ADA for 
students for the coming school 
year when the ADA in 2013- 
2014 was 499. 

During Thursday’s meeting 
the board also met with Mark 
Rawlings from Hilliard and 
Lyons to discuss the district’s 
full bonding capacity. Currently 
the bonding capacity sits at 
$1.6 million, but the amount of 
renovations and improvements 
needed at the schools is $3.8 
million, according to Scott 
Noel. 

The district is currently 
exploring the possibility of 
utilizing a Guaranteed Energy 
Savings Contract (GESC).

contract would allow them 
to bond up to $4.2 million. 
“Setting aside $25,000 for 
renovation projects bumped the 
district’s bonding capacity to 
approximately $2.6 million and 
then adding the GESC would 
move it up to $4.2 million,” 
stated Rawlings. “With energy 
savings you have lower utility 
expenses and less maintenance 
expenditures, which allows the 
district to afford more payments 
on the bonds.” 

Collins has 
earmarked as top priorities 
include renovations and 
improvements at both the 
elementary/middle school and 
the high school, with a majority 
of the focus being at the 
elementary/middle school.

Another needed renovation 
would be improvements to the 
bathrooms at both schools.

Bidders will come 
in and monitor the buildings, 
come up with a plan and present 
it to the board.

Water Transportation Meeting 
and the IRPT (Inland Rivers, 
Ports and Terminals). Attending 
these meetings keeps Curlin 
abreast of current trends in the 
transportation industry.

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Laster looks to bring tourism to 
Hickman with pyramid project

The Great Pyramid of Giza 
is the oldest and largest of the 
three pyramids in the Giza Ne¬ 
cropolis bordering what is now 
El Giza, Egypt. According to 
Wikipedia, it is the oldest of the 
Seven Wonders of the Ancient 
World, and the only one to re¬ 
main largely intact. 

Kelly Laster, a jeweler in 
Hickman, Ky., has taken steps 
to secure property in the lower 
bottoms of Fulton County, 60 
acres of prime farmland right 
on the Mississippi River. At this 
time of year, you would think he 
would be thinking about plant¬ 
ing a crop on that land, but this 
is not the case. “I am going to 
be growing something a little 
bigger than that,” he said. “I am 
planning on raising a replica of 
the Great Pyramid of Giza.” He 
is planning on doing it with no 
modem equipment. 

Laster, who painted the image 
of Mark Twain in downtown 
Hickman on the side of his jew¬ 
elry store, has decided to take 
on this project hoping to spark 
tourism and economic develop¬ 
ment in the westernmost part of 
the Commonwealth. “I see this 
as being the greatest tourist at¬ 


traction of all time,”he said. 
“People will come from all over 
the world to see the pyramid be¬ 
ing built.” 

According to Laster, there will 
be some differences between 
the Giza Pyramid and the USA 
Pyramid. “The Project” blocks 
will be made of concrete and 
not of limestone although the 
weight is almost the same,” he 
explained. “They will be cast on 
site and then laid into the equip¬ 
ment zone, where only methods 
and techniques from the days of 
Pharaoh will be used to move 
the blocks into place. The great 
mystery after all is not how the 
stones of Egypt were cut but, 
how they were raised to form the 
great pyramid. The Project may 
introduce new rooms into the 
USA pyramid that its Egyptian 
counterpart does not have. For 
instance a hall that can be used 
in tandem with the museum to 
show a time lapsed film of the 
USA pyramids construction.” 

Laster is looking for assis¬ 
tance from the public to make 
this pyramid a reality. “The proj¬ 
ect will offer healthy members 
of the general public a chance 
to make history,” Laster said. 
“If a person donates 40 hours 
of work in a week’s time, they 


will have their names etched 
into a large glassy granite slab 
telling the story of the work¬ 
ers that built it and displaying 
their names.” The granite slab 
will be displayed at the base of 
the pyramid, once the project is 
completed. 

Donations are also being 
sought for Laster’s project, “The 
Great Pyramid, Project USA,“ 
and will be funded by corpo¬ 
rate sponsors, public donations, 
and the sale of T shirts with the 
“Project USA,“ logo on them 
which may be purchased from 
the website: www.thegreatpyra- 
midprojectusa.com. People can 
also make donations at the same 
website. 

Once the pyramid is complete 
Laster believes it will spark 
“tourism with a vengeance” in 
the little river town. “Hotels, 
restaurants, jobs, souvenir shops 
will pop up overnight to accom¬ 
modate the influx of people 
wanting to see, visit and buy a 
ball cap, key chain or mug with 
the project logo on it,” Laster 
added with confidence. “The 
place will boom! This will be 
the greatest tourist attraction in 
the USA, a pyramid scheme like 
no other, where there is an ac¬ 
tual pyramid in its center.”

As the news began to spread, 
grief poured from many who 
were stunned that their friend, 
classmate, teammate and fam¬ 
ily member, had died at such an 
early age. 

Over the following days, 
memories and stories began to 
surface of a student who was at 
the top of the class. 

A big guy who could domi¬ 
nate on the football field, mus¬ 
cle for rebounds on the basket¬ 
ball court, but yet rarely be seen 
without that trademark smile 
from ear to ear. 

It was Joey Bumpous, who 
represented the Fulton County 
School System in Washington 
D.C., not long before his death, 
as one of 13 high schools in the 
nation to receive an award from 
the National Drug Free Schools 
Recognition Program. 

Following an emotional fu¬ 
neral service, which was held 
in a packed Fulton County High 
School (FCHS) gymnasium, 
community members began an 
immediate quest to establish 
a yearly scholarship to a high 
school Senior to keep the mem¬ 
ory of Joey Bumpous alive. 

Forward 21 years from that 
point, and what could possibly 
be the last scholarship awarded 
may have been delivered dur¬ 
ing graduation ceremonies at 
Sanger Field in May. 

The Bumpous family has now 
become concerned, after all 
funds for the scholarship have 
been exhausted. 

FCHS Assistant Principal El¬ 
len Murphy did confirm that this 
year’s recipient, LeQuante Ab¬ 
bott, was awarded the remain¬ 
ing $300 in the fund. 

“We have been awarding $250 
each year since it began, but did 


not know what the future of this 
would be,” noted Mrs. Murphy. 

Mrs. Murphy said she to, like 
the Bumpous family, would like 
to see this scholarship continue. 

“I went to school with Joey. 
We want to keep this going. 
Every year when I present this, 
(scholarship), I describe Joey 
as the kind, outgoing person he 
was. Everyone liked him, he was 
a friend to all. He had a heart of 
gold, always had a smile and 
was so polite to everyone.” 

In selecting the recipient for 
the scholarship, Mrs. Murphy 
said it always went back to 
Bumpous, the person. 

“Since I have been in the 
school, we try to pick that stu¬ 
dent that showed the same char¬ 
acteristics as Joey had when he 
was here.” 

A plea is now being issued for 
any individuals or businesses, 
who would like to help sup¬ 
port the effort to keep the Joey 
Bumpous Scholarship alive. 

Joey’s sister, Mechelle Bump¬ 
ous, her brother’s keeper adds, 
“Joey was definitely an extraor¬ 
dinary piece of work! He did 
things from the heart.” 

One example she gave hap¬ 
pened in the morning on Ins 
way to school. “One morning he 
got ‘off’ the school bus to help 
a distressed, elderly woman get 
into her home because she had 
locked her keys in the house,” 
remembered Mechelle. “Or the 
many times he’d help elderly 
people walking home with bags 
of groceries and did not accept 
or expect a dime.” 

Mechelle fondly remembers 
her brother as being well-man¬ 
nered and humbled at all times. 
“He was well respected through¬ 
out the community, not just in 


Hickman,” she said, “but in the 
surrounding areas, as well.” 

Joey’s sister continues, “From 
the principals, coaches, down to 
the thugs in the street, they re¬ 
spected Joey, too. If the thugs 
used profanity, Joey would say 
‘Watch out now!’ and they hur¬ 
riedly apologized and used bet¬ 
ter words.” 

Mechelle was blessed and 
honored that God chose her to 
be his sister. “I am proud of all 
of his accomplishments he made 
in such a short time,” she added. 
“I love him and he is missed by 
many! I would encourage the 
people to get involved and be¬ 
come part of the ‘Joey Bump¬ 
ous Movement’ and donate to 
his scholarship because who 
knows, one day your child or 
grandchild may be receiving the 
Joey Bumpous Scholarship and 
what an honor that would be! 
He lives through you, he lives 
through me. His legacy will live 
on. I am my brother’s keeper!”
